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NOTICE. 



TuE Royal College of Physicians of Edinburgh, The Royal 
College of Surgeons of Edinburgh, and The Faculty of 
Physicians and Surgeons of Glasgow, have made arrangements 
by which, after one series of Examinations, held in Edinburgh or 
in Glasgow, or in Edinburgh and Glasgow, the Student may obtain 
the Diplomas of the Three Co-operating Bodies. 

The object of the Joint Examination is to give to Students 
facilities for obtaining, after one series of Examinations, the Quali- 
fications in Medicine and Surgery of the three Scottish Corporations. 
Students passing the Final Examination, which is a qualifying 
Examination under the Medical Act, 1886, and entitles the holder 
to practise Medicine, Surgery, and Midwifery, will be enabled to 
register three Diplomas under the Medical Acts, viz. — Licentiate 
of the Royal College of Physicians of Edinburgh, Licentiate of the 
Royal College of Surgeons of Edinburgh, and Licentiate of the 
Faculty of Physicians and Surgeons of Glasgow. 

The arrangement for thus conferring a Joint Qualification by the 
co-operation of the three Corporations is in conformity with Section 
XIX. of the Medical Act, 1858, received the special sanction of the 
General Council of Medical Education and Registration at a Meeting 
held on the 31st March 1884, and came into operation on 1st 
October 1884. 

The Regulations herein stated are applicable only to Candidates 
who have commenced Medical Study before 1st January 1892. 
The Regulations applicable to Candidates commencing Medical 
Study on or after that date are published separately. 

Female Candidates are admitted to the Examinations for this 
Qualification equally with male Candidates ; and throughout these 
Regulations the masculine pronoun is to be read as standing for 
Candidates irrespective of sex.

The three Co-operatimj Bodies (jrant their Simjle Qualifications 

only to Candidates who already possess anotJter and opposite Quail- 
fication in Medicine or Surgery^ as the case may he, — Titus the 
Royal College of Physicians of Edinburgh may grant Its Licence on 
Examination to Candidates already possessed of a recognised British, 
Irish, Indian, or Colonial Qualification in Surgery, and the Royal 
College of Surgeons of Edinburgh, and the Faculty of Physicians 
and Surgeons of Glasgow, may each grant Its Licence on Examina- 
tion to Candidates already Licentiates in Medicine of any British, 
Irish, or Colonial College whose Preliminary Examination and course 
of Professional Study is pi^oved to be sufficient, or Graduates in 
Medicine of any British, Irish, Indian, or Colonial University, 
Copies of the Regulations for the Single Qiudificmtion of any of the 
Bodies may be had on application to the respective Secretaries, 

N,B, — Under the provisions of the Medical Act of 1886, these 
Single Qualificatii/ns do not confer the right to Registration, hut may

CHAPTEE I. 

PKELIMINAKY EXAMINATION IN GENERAL EDUCATION AND 

REGISTRATION. 

1. All Students who intend becoming Candidates for the Dip- 
lomas of the three Licensing Corporations must pass the complete 
Examination in General Education, and have their names inscribed 
in the Kegister of Medical Students instituted by the General 
Medical Council at the commencement of their professional studies. 
Students should therefore see to this without delay, as the Kegula- 
tions of the General Medical Council provide that commencement 
of medical study shall only date fifteen days prior to such registra- 
tion, and considerable trouble and disappointment have sometimes 
arisen through ignorance or neglect on the part of the candidate of 
this requirement.* Foreign and Colonial Candidates require to 
be registered as Students, and when they have studied at recog- 
nised Institutions before coming to this country, subsequent to 
having passed a registrable preliminary examination, they are re- 
commended when they register to apply to the Eegistrar to have 
their registration antedated, so as to cover their course of study. 



* It has been resolved by the General Medical Council that commencement 
of professional study shall not be antedated to a period before the wliolc of 
the Preliminary Examination in General Education has been passed, unless in 
very exceptional cases. All applications for special exceptions to the Regula- 
tions of the General Medical Council in regard to Preliminary Examination 
in General Education must be addressed to the Eegistrar of the General 
Council,— Mr W. J. C. Miller, B.A., 299 Oxford Street, London, W.,— that they 
may be submitted for decision to a Committee of the General Council.

The number of Lectures certified as attended at any School 
should not be less than three-fourths of the total number of Lec- 
tures delivered in a Course. 

3. The Candidate must also produce the following Certificates : — 

(a.) Of having attended not less than Six Cases of Labour, 
three of these to be conducted personally under the direct super- 
intendence of the Practitioner who signs the Certificate, who must 
be a Registered Medical Practitioner. It is, however, strongly 
recommended that where opportunity is given the Candidate 
should either attend for three months the indoor practice of a 
Lying-in Hospital, or attend personally not less than twenty cases 
of Labour, and that at least the first six of these cases should bo 
attended under the direct supervision of the Practitioner. 

(h.) Of having attended, for three months, prior to the Second 
Examination, instruction in Practical Pharmacy, — the Certificate 
to be signed by the Teacher, who must be a Member of the Phar- 
maceutical Society of Great Britain, or the Superintendent of the 
Laboratory of a Public Hospital or Dispensary, or a Eegistered

t In tliose Schools of England and Ireland in wliich two separate Courses of 
Lectures are delivere«l at separate liours, one on Anatomy, the other on 
Anatomy and Pliysiology, the former of these courses will be received as a 
course of Anatomy, and the other as a Course of Physiology.

{(•,) Of having attended for twenty-four months the Medical and 
Surgical practice of a I'ublic General Hospital containing on an 
average at least eighty patients availahle for clinical instruction, 
and possessing distinct staifs of Physicians and of Surgeons. 

{d.) Of having attended, for six months (or three months, with 
tliree months' hospital clorksliip), the Practice of a ]*ublic Dis- 
pensary specially recognised hy any of the Co-operating Authoritiee, 
or the out-patient practice of a recognised General Hospital, or of 
having acted for six months as pupil to a Kegistered Medical 
Practitioner who eitlier liolds such a public appointment, or has 
such opportunities of imparting practical knowledge as shall be 
satisfactory to the Co-operating Authorities. This attendance 
should be made after the student has passed the First and Second 
Examinations. 

(e.) Of having been instructed })y a Kegistered ^ledical Prac- 
titioner in the Theory and Practice of Vaccination, and of having 
performed operations under the teaclier's inspection, during a period 
of not less than six weeks.* 

4. The following Order of Study for a four years' course is recom- 
mended as a guide to the Student, thougli not enjoined : — 

First Year.— Anatomy, — Elkmentaky flisTOLooY, — PRAcvricAL An'atomy, 
— .Chemistry, — Practk^al or Analytical Ciiemlstry. 

Second Year.— Anatomy, — Practical Anatomy, — Physiology, — SuR(iERY, 
— Materia M kdica, — Practical Pharmacy, — Hospital. 

Third Year.— Practice of Medicine, — Clinical Surgery, — Practical 
Anatomy, — Clinical Medicine, — Pathological Anatomy, — Hos- 
pital. 

Fourth Year,— Surgery or Clinical Surgery,— Midwifery and Diseases 
of Women and Children, — Practice of Medicine or Clinical 
Medicine, — Medical Jurisprudence,— Practical Midwifery, — 
Vaccination,— Hospital. 

5. It is strongly recommended to Students to avail themselves 
of any opportunities which they may possess of attending, in ad- 
dition to the Courses of Instruction which are absolutely required, 
Practical or Tutorial Clinical instruction in Medicine, Surgery, and 



* By a rccrulation of the Privy Council, of date 1st December 1 859, no one 
can be appointed a Public Vaccinator under the English Poor Law who does 
not produce a ccrtificMte of i)roficicncy in Vaccination from a i)crson authorised 
V»v the Privy Council to grant the same. 
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Gynaecology, Lectures on Ophthalmic, Aural, and Mental Diseases, 
also on Natural History and Comparative Anatomy ; and of ob- 
taining practical instruction in Operative Surgery, in the Use of 
the Microscope and its applications to Physiology and Medicine. 
Candidates for the Final Examination are also advised, so far as 
local circumstances will permit, to study Fevers for not less than 
three months, under recognised Clinical instructors. 



CHAPTEE III. 

Professional Examinations. 

GENERAL REGULATIONS. 

1. Candidates shall be subjected to three Professional Examina- 
tions, herein called the First Examination, the Second Examination, 
and the Final Examination, to be conducted at separate times, partly 
in writing, partly practically, and partly orally. 

2. Opportunities of entering for each of these Examinations will 
be presented six times in each year — four times in Edinburgh and 
twice in Glasgow. A Candidate at any of these Examinations may 
present himself either in Edinburgh or Glasgow, irrespective of the 
place at which he may have previously been examined. The periods 
of these Examinations for twelve months will be found in the 
Appendix, pp. 17, 18. 

3. Candidates may enter for all the subjects of an Examination 
at one time, or may enter for and pass in any division of subjects 
thereof. 

4. A Candidate may obtain an absolute pass in any subject of an 
Examination on his obtaining in the examination on the subject as 
a whole not less than 55 per cent of the marks, although he may 
at the same time fail in other subjects. In such a case a Eecord 
shall be made of the subject or subjects passed, and the Candidate 
shall be exempt from re- examination in them. 

5. Applicants for admission to any of the Examinations are 
required, on entering, to lodge with the Inspector of Certificates a 
schedule (forms for which are supplied) showing the Courses they 
have attended qualifying for admission, and must state which sub- 
ject or division of subjects they are to be examined on. 
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6. No Candidate can be held to be entered for any Examination 
till he has sent in tlie proper schedule, proved his course of study, 
and paid the appropriate fee. 

7. At the Oral Examinations Candidates shall be examined as 
far as possible in the order of their entry. 

8. The subjects of the Second Professional Examination should, 
as far as possible, be studied only after the First Examination has 
been passed ; and similarly, the subjects of the Final Examination 
should, as far as possible, be studied only after the Second Exami- 
nation has been passed. By adhering to this course the student 
will have his attention occupied by preparing for only one Exami- 
nation at a time. 

9. Candidates qualified by having attended the necessary 
courses of study may, however, enter for two or more Examina- 
tions, to be passed successively at the same period, the condition 
being that failure to pass in all the subjects of any Examination 
precludes the Candidate from admission to the succeeding Exami- 
nation. The necessarv Schedule and Certificates must be lodj^ed, 

V Or 

and the fees for these respective Examinations paid, at the period 
of entering for the earliest of them. In the event of failure, the 
fee paid for any subsequent Examination to which a Candidate had 
been thereby precluded from adiuission to the Examination will be 
returned to the Candidate. 

10. Candidates who are unsuccessful, either at the First, the 
Second, or the Final Examination, or any part of these Examinations 
shall be remitted to their Studies for a period to be determined by 
the judgment of the Examiners, but not in any case less than three 
months. 

11. No Candidate shall be admissible to Examination who has 
been rejected on the subjects of the Examination by any other 
Licensing Board within the three preceding months. 

1 2. A Candidate for the Second Examination admitted as having 
passed in the subjects of the First Examination at another Board 
shall pay the fee of Five Guineas in addition to the fee payable in 
respect of the Second Examination or any division thereof; and a 
Candidate for the Final Examination admitted as having passed 
in the subjects of the First and Second Examinations at another 
Board shall pay the fee of Ten Guineas in addition to the fee pay- 
able in respect of the Final Examination or anv division thereof.

FIRST EXAMINATION. 

13. The First Examination shall embrace the two divisions of 
(1) Chemistrij ; ^ (2) Elementary Anxitomy % di,ii6. Histologi/ ; ^ and 
shall take place not sooner than the end of the first year, including 
the period of a Winter and a Summer Session. 

14. Candidates who desire to pass the First Professional Exami- 
nation must fill up the requisite Schedule carefully, and submit to 
the Inspector of Certificates, on or before the Friday preceding the 
day of Examination, certificate of registration as a Medical Student, 



^ Candidates at a distance are requested to send their Certificates if pos- 
sible much earlier than the dates hereinafter stated, so as to give sufficient 
time for the exchange of one or two explanatory letters, as much disappoint- 
ment has been occasioned by the discovery of defects in their Course of 
Study when it was too late to rectify them by the production of documents. 

f The Examination in Cliemistry shall embrace the following particulars : — 
Chemical Physics (meaning thereby Heat, Light, and Electricity), the 
princiiml Non-Metallic and Metallic Elements, and their more 
common combinations, also the leading alcohols, organic aci«ls, 
ethers, carbohydrates and alkaloids. 
The Candidate will also be examined practically in testing. 
:J: Elementary Anatomy shall embrace — Anatomy of the Bones and Joints of 
the whole body, and of the Muscles, Chief Blood-vessels and Nerves of tlie 
upper and lower extremities. 

§ Histology will be held to include a knowledge and recognition of the 
morphological elements and structure of Skin, Bone, Cartilage, Fibrous Tissue, 
Hair, Nails, Teeth, Blood, Muscle, Nervous Tissue, and the appearance and 
distribution of all the different forms of Epithelium, along with a general 
knowledge of the properties of cells. The Examination on this subject will be 
oral and practical. 
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and certificates of attendance on one Course of Chemistry, one Course 
of Practical Chemistry, one Course of Anatomy, and six months' 
Practical Anatomy. 

15. The fees for admission to the First Examination, payable 
not later than 4 p.m. of the Friday preceding it, are as follows : — 
For the whole examination taken at one time the sum of £5, 5s. ; 
for re-entry after rejection on all subjects, £3, 3s. ; for re-entry after 
rejection on one or two subjects, £2, 2s. : for entering for one 
division of subjects separately, £3, 3s. ; and for re-entry after rejec- 
tion, £2, 2s. 

16. Any Candidate who shall produce satisfactory evidence of 
having passed an equivalent Examination in any of the subjects of 
the First Examination before any of the Boards specified in Chap. 
V. (pp. 15-16), shall be exempt from examination in such subject 
or subjects. 

17. The Certificates of Examination upon which any Candidate 
may claim exemption from any of the subjects of the First and 
Second Examinations shall, in every case, specify the subjects em- 
braced in such examination. 



SECOND EXAMINATION. 

18. The Second Examination shall embrace the three subjects 
of (1) Anatomy, (2) Physioloyy, (3) Materia Medica and Phar- 
macy, ^ each of which shall constitute a division of the Examina- 
tion, and may be entered for separately, and shall not take place 
before the termination of the Summer Session of the second year 
of study, including the period of two Winters and two Summers. 
Candidates must produce to the Inspector Certificates of Attend- 
ance on the prescribed Courses of Anatomy, Practical Anatomy, 
Physiology, Materia Medica, and Practical Pharmacy [Chap. I., 
§ 2], and lodge the requisite Schedule carefully filled up. 

19. The fees for admission to the Second Examination, payable 
not later than one week before the day of examination, are as fol- 
lows : — For the whole examination, £5, 5s. ; for re-entry after rejec-

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tion on all subjects, £3, 3s. ; for re-entry after rejection on one or

20. Any Candidate who shall produce satisfactory evidence of 
having passed an equivalent examination in any of the subjects of 
the Second Examination, before any of the Boards specified in 
Chap. V. (pp. 15-16) jwill be exempt from examination in such sub- 
ject or subjects ; but no examination before such Boards will be 
recognised as qualifying for such exemption, unless it is co-exten- 
sive in its scope with the equivalent examination of this Board, 
and unless it is the final or only examination on the subject or sub- 
jects required by the Board at which it was passed — (see Chap. III., 
§ 12, page 10). 



FINAL EXAMINATION. 

21. The Final Examination shall embrace the three divisions 
of (1) The Principles and Practice of Medicine (including Tliera- 
peutics,* Medical Anatomy ^ and Pathology) and Clinical Medicine ; 
(2) Tlie Principles and Practice of Surgery (including Surgical 
Anatomy and Surgical Pathology) and Clinical Surgery ; (3) Mid- 
wifetnj and Gynecology, Medical Jurisprudence and Hygiene (and 
which may be entered for separately at different times), and shall 
not take place before the termination of the full period of study 
— (see Chap. XL, § 1). 

22. Applications for Examination must be made to the Inspector 
of Certificates not later than one week previous to the day of Ex- 
amination — (see page 17). 

23. Every Candidate when entering for the Examination held in 
Edinburgh must produce to the Inspector, Mr James Eobertson, 
Solicitor, 1 George Square, Edinburgh, or when entering for the 
Examination held in Glasgow to Mr Alexander Duncan, B.A., 
Faculty Hall, 242 St Vincent Street, Glasgow, Is^, satisfactory 
evidence of his having attained the age of twenty-one years ; 2d, a 
Certificate of Eegistration in the Books of the General Medical 
Council — (see Chap. I.) ; 3^^, a Schedule of his entire course of 

* Therapeutics shall include a knowledge of the physiological actions and 
therapeutic uses of drugs. 
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study, along with the certificates of the classes enumerated in Chap. 
II., § 2, and the other certificates enumerated in Chap. II., § 3. 
Foreign and Colonial Graduates are required to produce certificates 
in evidence of their curiicula and Preliminary Examination in 
addition to the production of their Diplomas. 

24. The fees for admission to the Final Examination payable not 
later than one week prior to the Examination day,* are as follows : 
— For the whole Examination taken at one time, in the case of 
Candidates who have passed the First and Second Examinations of 
this Board, the sum of £15, 15s., £10, 10s. of which shall be re- 
paid to unsuccessful Candidates : For entering for each of tlie 
three divisions of subjects separately, £6, 6s., and on re-entry after 
rejection, £2, 2s. in respect of each division or part thereof. This 
rule will also apply to any subsequent rejection. 

25. Any Candidate admitted to the Final Examination, on tlie 
footing of having passed in the subjects of the First and Second 
Examinations at a recognised Board shall, on entering for the whole 
Examination pay the full fee of £26, 5s. ; and in the event of his 
being unsuccessful, £15, 15s. will be returned to him at his first, 
and £21 at every subsequent rejection. 

26. On the Candidate complying with the foregoing Regulations, 
the Inspector shall give him an order authorising the Examiners to 
take him on trial. 

27. Candidates sliall not be exempted from exammation in any 
of the subjects of the Final Examination, though some of them 
may have formed part of Examinations passed before other Boards. 

28. All Candidates shall be subjected, in addition to the Written 
and Oral Examinations, to Practical Clinical Examinations in Medi- 
cine and Surgery, which shall include the Examination of Patients, 
Physical Diagnosis, the use of the Microscope, Pathology of the 
Urine, Surgical Appliances, Bandages, Surface markings, &c. 

N.B, — Each of the three Professional Examinations requires one day for 
tlie Written Examination. The Clinical and Oral Examinations will 
be held on a subsequent day, 

* Note. — Any sum already imid by a successful Candidate for tJic ^rriviaru 
E.rami nation of either of the Single or Double Qualifications, shall be credited 
to him in part 2iciyment for tlie conjoint Ejxtmination, and such a Candidate 
will be at once admitted to its Final Examination if he is otheru'ise eligible, and 
shall take vp Materia Mcdiea and Pharmacy along irith the Final subjects. 
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CHAPTER IV. 

ADMISSION OF LICENTIATES. 

Every Candidate on passing the Final Examination shall enter 
his name in the Registers of Licentiates of the three Co-operating 
Authorities, and Ipao facto subscribe the following Declaration, and 
bind and oblige himself to conform to its requii-ements : — " I 
hereby promise to maintain and defend all the rights and privileges 
of the Royal Colleges of Physicians and Surgeons of Edinburgh, 
and of the Faculty of Physicians and Surgeons of Glasgow, and to 
promote the interests of these Bodies to the utmost of my power. 
I also promise, under pain of forfeiture of these Diplomas, that I 
shall not advertise nor employ any other unbecoming method of 
obtaining practice, nor allow my name to be connected with any- 
one who so acts, or who is engaged in any discreditable kind of 
medical work. I also promise to obey all the laws and bye-laws of 
the said Colleges and Faculty made or to be made, and to submit 
to the penalties therein imposed." 

The inscription of the Candidate's name in the Registers of 
Licentiates of the three Co-operating Authorities shall constitute 
the act of admission as a Licentiate of each of them. A Licentiate 
who violates the obligations of his Entrance Declaration shall render 
himself liable to have his admission cancelled and his name struck 
off the Registers of Licentiates, and also off the Medical Register 
in respect of these Qualifications.

SUBJECTS OF PRELIMINARY EXAMINATION REQUIRED BY THE 

GENERAL MEDICAL COUNCIL. 

No person shall be allowed to be registered as a Medical Student 
unless he shall have previously passed a Preliminary Examination 
in the subjects of General Education as specified in the following 
list : — 

(1.) English Language, including Grammar and Composition ; 

(2.) Latin, including Grammar, Translation from specified 
authors, and Translation of easy passages not taken 
from such authors ] 

(3.) Mathematics, comprising {a) Arithmetic ; (h) Algebra, as 
far as Simple Equations inclusive ; (c) Geometry, in- 
cluding the first book of Euclid, with easy questions on 
the subject-matter of the same ; * 

(4.) JElementary Mechanics of Solids and Fluids, comprising 
the Elements of Statics, Dynamics, and Hydrostatics ;t 

(5.) One of the following Optional Subjects : — {a) Greek ; 
{h) French ; (c) German ; {d) Italian ; (e) any other 
Modern Language; (/) Logic; {g) :{: Botany ; (7?) J Zoo- 
logy ; (/) J Elementary Chemistry. 



* After January 1st, 1802, Geometry shall iiicliido the subject-mattei' of Euclid, 
Books I,, II., and III., with easy deductions. 

f In the case of Students in Universities with a prolonged curriculum, where 
the Examination in Mechanics required for their Degree is taken at a moi*e 
advanced period of study than before commencing Medical Education, Registra- 
tion can be effected only on having passed the Examination in Mechanics, but 
their Registration may be then antedated to the period at which the Prclhninary 
was passed. 

:j: These subjects will cease to be subjects required for Registration after 
January Ist, 1892. 



*.* On aiul ajler Ist January 1892 these Subjects must he passed at one Kxaminaiion, 
but the rule shall iwt appli/ to Students who, prerious to that date, have passed 
a paH of any of the Preliminary Examinations recognised by the Council^ nor 
to Students who pass Examinations for Graduation in Arts of amy of the Uni- 
versities recognised.
